This is the final response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the Department 
of Homeland Security (DHS), dated July 3, 2019, and received by this office on July 3, 2019. 
You are seeking any memorandum of agreement or memorandum of understanding executed 
between the DHS, USCIS, and any state government agency or agencies for the purposes of 
verifying voter registration via the Systematic Alien Verification for Entitlements (SAVE) 
Program.
